OF CHARLES OSBORN. 



A tragedy was enacted on 'he 
interurban train Saturday be- 
tween here and Madisonville 
which seems directly attributa- 
ble to liquor, according to the 
evidence produced at the exam 
inmg trial before Judge Willson 
on Tuesday, of Ward Stodghill, 
for the killing of Charles Os- 
boru, colored. 

Tbe shooting occured a* the 
train, tbe List trip out. was leav- 
ing Madisonville Saturday after- 
noon before it reached the deep 
out. Osboru was brought to 
Karliugton and given immediate 
surgical attention at the hos- 
pital. Tbe shot entered bis ab- 
domen and there were five 
punctures of the iutestinea, so 
that there was scarce a chance 
for recovery. He died Sunday. 

Judge Wilson declined to hold 
Stndghill, upon the ground that 
be did not believe a jury would 
convict, and the case was dis- 
missed. Acting County Attor- 
ney Bailey appeared for the 
commonwealth and G. J. Wad- 
dill represented Stodghill. The 
witnesses generally agreed that 
Osboro was in liquor. Stoghill 
who is flagman ou the interurbiu 
train, teatified that Osboro was 
disorderly aud profane and re 
his efforts to preserve or 
der in the performance of his 
duty. He pulled the bell rope 
and started to put Osborn off 
bat tbe latter resisted and a 
tight followed id which Osborn 
was about to throw him from the 
moving train and he tired the 
shot to save himself. There was 
some difference of opinion as to 
struck tbe first blow, bat 
witnesses impressed their 
bearers as wanting to tell what 
they bad seeu .and beard diepua- 
siouataly and without prejudice, 
uoi withstanding all the witnesses 
who saw the begiuning of tbe 
trouble were uegroes. 

The people of Karliugtou de- 
plore moat deeply this tragedy 
on ail accouuts, not the least of 
which ia the sorrow it has 
brought to Abe and Sarah Os 
boru, parents of the dead ruau, 
who are amoug our moat trusted 
aud respected colored citizens 
Mr. Stodghill's friend* hold that 
tbe shooting was a necessary 
act of self defense but they sin- 
cerely regret that this shadow 
should huve come into his life 
aud tbe lives of others.

The other coin 
was stamped by the Cincinnati 
Mining and Trading Company, of 
California in 1840. It wan bid in 
for 18,000. Both coins were in 
the collection of the late Thomas 
H. Windle, of Ooatesville, Pa. 

The California $10 coin had 
not been owued by Mr. Windle 
long before his death. It was 
bought for him by Henry Chap- 
man at the sale of O'Hagen col- 
lection in London for 436 pounds, 
or about $2,100. The bidding 
for the two coins, that were sold 
separately, was very spirited, the 
bid for each being started at 
$2,000 by Mr. Chapman. Mr. 
Klder, a New York numismatist, 
was the chief competitive bidder. 

The famous collectiou of nne- 
ceut pieces owned by F. D. Tay- 
lor, of Pittsfield. Mass., was also 
sold, and commanded excellent 
prices. There were 269 one cent 
pieces that brought all the way 
from $1 to $66 each. At least 
twenty of them brought more 
than $20 each, an 4 as many more 
brought above $10 each. There 
were also forty two half cent 
pieces that brought fancy prices, 
$46, $42, $27 and $22 being the 
largest. 

Some $2.50 gold pieces in the 
Windle collection sold very well. 
An 1842, from the Philadelphia 
mint was bid in by Chapman 
for $1j.j, and the purchaser was 
prepared to go as high as $600 
for it. An 1826 brought *80 and 
an 1806 brought $38. A Windle 
dollar of 1888 commanded $205

New York, July 11. -If the 
consumption of anthracite coal 
continues at the same rate at 
which it has tieen going ou for 
the laiit few years it is estimated 
that the supply will be exhaust- 
ed in 2066, said Kdward W. Par- 
ker of the United States geolog- 
ical survey. 

He adds: "By that time, ac- 
cording to the records, the Uni- 
ted States will be using more 
than 2,000,000,000 tons a year— 
2,300,000,000, to be exact. The 
average annual production dur- 
ing the decade fiom 1016 to 1026 
will be about 600,000,000 tons. 
The total production in 1907 was 
480,460,042 tons. 

Mr. Parker prophesies that fu- 
ture generations "will have so 
far developed methods of subdu- 
ing aud utilizing other forces of 
nature that the need of coal for 
the production of hea*, light and 
power will have been eliminate*! 
to a great extent." Until these 
other natural forces are subdued, 
however, it appears there will be 
enough coal to supply the world.

The appointment ot a subcommittee 
of 11 to meet at the Auditorium An 
nex In Chicago on July 25 to name a 
chairman or the Democratic national 
committee and the adoption or a reso- 
lution providing for tusking public 
campaign contributions were the prin- 
cipal accomplishments of the national 
committee meeting with William J. 
Bryan and J. W. Kern at Falrvlew 
Tuesday Democrats the country over 
were called upon to form clubs Im- 
mediately to aid the campaign work 

It may be stated on authority that 
had tbe whole committee acted Taes- 
day. National Committeeman John H. 
At wood or Leavenworth, Kas., In all 
probability would have been made 
campaign manager. Sentiment In that 
direction formed quite generally 
among the committeemen during the 
trip here from Denver Monday night. 
Mr. At wood is a lawyer and huslnesa 
man of undoubted standing, and he 
w,..its the position. He was not at 
Fslrvlew Tuesday, a fact which Is at- 
tributed to his belief that the chair- 
manship would be tendered him. That 
action was not taken was due to Mr. 
Bryan. The latter haa no favorite 
for tbe position nor was it antagonism 
to any one which formed the motive 
of his action Tuesday. Mr. Bryan sug- 
gested the appointment of the sub- 
committee and declared that on It 
there ahould be no man who was 
either a candidate himself or had a 
candidate for the campaign leadership. 
Tom Johnson Refuses. 

The presence on the subcommittee 
of Mr. Ryan Is an assurance that he 
is no longer considered a candidate. 
Inquiry among members of the sub- 
committee failed to elicit leanings to- 
ward any candidate, but the fact that 
the appointment has been left in their 
hands ia not believed to dlminlch the 
chancea of Mr. Atwood. D. J. Campau 
of Michigan is no longer considered. 
Tom L Johnson won't have it; Urey 
Woodson would prefer to be not con- 
sidered and Ollle James believes his 
greatest usefulness Is on the stump. 
This situation for the preaent at leaat 
leaves the sub-committee with but one 
candidate to consider, namely.

A few lessous of this 
kind will teach the boys to be kind- 
er to the animals in their charge. 

Although business at the mines Is 
dull, mine foremeu generally com- 
plain of the scarolty of labor on the 
days tbey do run, and the old saying 
Is proving true here this year; "The 
less you do, the less you want to do." 
aud while men are plentiful, some 
of them won t work even half time. 
Aud some one has said that if the 
mines should ruu only one day a 
week, some men would be found to 
lay idle that day.

proval. His concluding passage was 
a fervid tribute to the commoner, as 
the intrepid leader who had borne 
aloft the battle scarred flag of Dem- 
ocracy through the campaigns of 1896 
and 1»00. with the devotion and faith 
of the crusaders of old days. "Ameri- 
ca's great commoner. Nebraska's gift- 
ed son. William J. Bryan." 

This wgs the signal for a long con- 
tinued uproiti rivalling in intensity 
and duration the demonstration or 
Wednesday, which lasted I hour and 
26 minutes. Again the wnole assem- 
blase was lashed Into a fury of ex 
citemeut. The delegates seised the 
states' standards and gathered them 
on the preaiding officer's platform, 
while the galleries broke Into tumult u 
ous clamor. The demonstration lasted 
upwards of 45 minutes. At times tt 
assumed such proportions of madness 
as the excited throngs rushed through 
the aisles toward the platform that 
there was aerlous danger of panic. 
Men and women were bowled over In 
the mad on rush of flag bearing en- 
thusiasts One woman fainted and 
was carried from the hall. 

The nomination of Governor John 
soa of Minnesota precipitated another 
whirlwind o. excitsroent. If oot so 
long sustained, hsrdly tess enthusi- 
astic than for Brysn. The delegation 
from Minnesota, standing on their 
chairs and waving flags, handker- 
chiefs, hats and anything that could 
be waved, were the storm center of 
the demonstration, while groups of 
scattered delegates here and there 
lent their energies to those of Minne- 
sota. The galleries, too, seemed to 
contain aa ample supply of Johnson 
enthusiasm, and on every hand the 
waves of Johnson demonstration 
awept back and forth from end to end 
through the great building 

Tne Gray nomination also received 
lta full share of enthusiastic approval, 
although the nominating speech of 
Irving L. Handy of Delaware was fre 
quently Interrupted by the Impatient 
crowd, and flually by the arrival of 
the comm. <•••• on resolutions. 

It waa after midnight wheu the 
nominating apeeches were temiKirar- 
ily suspeuded to receive the report of 
the resolutions committee. Governor 
Haskell of Oklahoma, chairman of the 
committee, made the report, announc 
ing at the outset that it was presented 
as the unanimous view of the commit 
tee. the entire membership of which 
raoged themselves on the platform, 
flanking Oovernor Haskell as an evl 
dence of their united attitude. The 
enuuctatlou of party principle was re- 
ceived wllh close attention and with 
frequent demonstrations of assent 
The provision concerning injunctions 
was puuetusted by applause, aud at 
lta conclualon a ringing cheer went up 
from delegatea aud spectatois. The 
provisions concerning trusts, railway 
regulutlon. income tax and various 
other problems awakened lively ap- 
probation.

THE PLATFORM. 

Declaration of Principles Adopted by 
National Dsmocratic Convention. 

The national Democratic convention 
adopted tbe following declaration of 
principles: 

We. the representatives of the Democ- 
racy of the United Ststes, In national 
convention aasembled, reaffirm our belief 
In and pledge our loyalty to the princi- 
ples of the party. 

We rejoice at the Increasing signs of 
an awakening* throughout the country. 
Tbe various Investigations have traced 
graft and political corruption to the rep- 
resentatives or predatory wealth and laid 
bare the unscrupulous methods by which 
they have debauched elections and preyed 
upon a detenseleaa public through the 
Subaervlsnt offlelala whom they have 
ralard to place and power. 

The conacience ot the nation Is now 
aroused to free the government from the 
grip of those who have made It a busi- 
ness asset of the favor-seeking corpora- 
tlona; It must become again a people's 
government, and be administered In all 
Its departments according to the Jeffer- 
aonlan maxim. "Bqsal rights to all. spe- 
cial privileges to none."

We de- 
nounce this great and growing Increaae 
in the number of officeholders as not 
only unnecessary and waateful, but also 
as clearly Indicating a deliberate purpose 
on the part of the admlniatratlon to t;*-<»p 
the Republican party In power at public 
expense by thua Increasing the numb;r 
Of lta retainers and dependents. Such 
procedure We declare to be no less dan- 
gerous and corrupt than the open pur- 
chase of votes at the polls. 

Economy In Administration. 

The Republican congress in the seaslon 
Just ended has madu appropriations 
amounting M $1, 0*8,000.000, exceeding 
the total expenunures of the past fiscal 
year by $90,000,000, and leaving a deli -it 
of more than $60,000,000 for the fiscal 
year.

One of tli« biggest conflagra- 
tions in Madisonville in years 
occurred last Thursday night 
when four targe brick business 
houses were destoryed by fire. 

The origirv of the fire was a 
inysterv. It was first discover- 
ed about 1T:1"> o'clock, when the 
upper story of the building oc- 
cupied by th Barkus Clothing 
(Jo., was in flames. The tire de- 
partment was called out, but 
owing to Madisonville'* meager 
water facilities it looked as if 
they could not handle the 
flames, and Mayor Vickers tele- 
graphed to Kvansville for their 
fire department, which was 
turned back at Howell, when 
Madisonville. had the flames un- 
der control. 

From the Barkus building the 
flames spread, burning one store 
on' the east and two on the weat, 
being checked ouly by the walls 
of the other stores being of fire 
brick. 

It looked for a time as if the 
entire block would be burned, 
aud nearly every store was emp 
tied, the merchandise being 
piled in the court house yard. 

The Grand Leader, perhaps, 
coffered the greatest loss. Their 
stock was damaged several 
tttfjasand dollars by water aud 
removal.

plans for making a great empire In 
the new world muat fall.

It Is related 
that Cortes was unable to calmly bear 
the burden of his defeat and that 
wheu he reached the overspreading 
branches ol thl* great cypress tree, 
which even In that day Is said to hare 
been a giant among giants of the tree* 
In the valley of Mexico, he sat down 
and wept FVom that day to this the 
tree has been known as the tree of the 
sorrowful night. The age of the tree 
la problematical. It probably was hun- 
dreds of yearB old when Cortes made 
It a historic landmark. That hap- 
pened nearly 400 year* ago. 

The flrat evidence of decay of the 
tree was apparent about 30 year* ago 
as a result of a fire which swept 
through the forest where it stood. It* 
trunk was seriously burned and Its 
branches began to decay. The ancient 
tree gradually lo*t life and It wu 
nearly dead when It was decided two 
year* ago to make an effort to re- 
suscitate it. A great hole had rotted 
In Its trunk aa a result of the burns 
which It had received at that spot 
This cavity was scraped clean and was 
tilled with cement. The dead wood on 
the upper trunk and branches was re 
moved and careful treatment given 
every part of the big tree. 

In order to still further protect the 
historic tree an iron fence waa built 
around its trunk to keep the vandals 
away from It. Tho tree began to put 
out new foliage and twig* butt year, 
and this aprlng It is showing evidence 
of a complete rejuvenation. It seems 
to have begun a new growth iu all ot 
its branches and there 1* much re-
